Their other co- 
workers were always "partying" on the 
job. Retro and Blast were not in that cat- 
egory anymore and that wasn't how they 
treated themselves or their clients. They 
always talked about opening up a studio 
where their artists could be hand picked 
and monitored for talent and possible 
drug abuse. It finally became a reality in 
December 2006. Footwork was the 
biggest hurdle as they built A New 
Dimension from the ground up. They did 
all the remodeling themselves, from laying 
the tile to painting the walls and all the 
custom art work on the walls from the 
artist that are now employed at the studio. 

Blast and Retro figured out they 
needed to do the opposite of other stu- 
dios. They give back to their employees, 
one of the most important assets to the 
company. In return, they can feel good 
about coming to work and enjoy what 
they do. They all collaborate on paintings 
together, have BBQ's at each others' 
homes, go on fishing trips, paintball excur- 
sions and give increases in pay rate. They 
can pass this enthusiasm onto A New 
Dimension and their clients. 

A New Dimension's biggest influ- 
ences are people who are talented tattoo 
artists, body modifiers and who have any- 
thing positive to say about the future. 

As a client of A New Dimension, one 
can expect a clean, sterile, SOBER envi- 
ronment where they can feel safe know- 
ing that their procedure will be done with 
care and friendly customer service from a 
knowledgeable staff. The piercings are 
always "Buy One Get One Free" and the 
tattoos are priced reasonably. Custom 
designs are always presented to be drawn 
and proper aftercare is thoroughly 
explained at both locations.

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ARTIST OF THE MONTH 

MYKE CHAMBERS

There are many legends and wives' tales throughout 
American culture today. Like the Legend of Bagger Vance, 
Myke Chambers has risen to become the tattoo indus- 
try's "magic man." We are proud to convey his story to our read- 
ers. Here is his tale . . . 

Myke left home at the age of fifteen with a backpack and his 
dog to wander the the countryside by freight train in search of 
something he never found. Living a vagabond life he began his tattoo 
apprenticeship in the mid 1990's.Along with his schooling of hard- 
knocks and plenty of tough life lessons learned, he's emerged into a 
well rounded tattooer and an overall better person that is always 
there to help his fellow man when in need. 

Myke's style has strong roots in Traditional Americana. Though 
he likes to put his own spin on the basic concepts of Old School, his 
style is clearly his own. Today, he's trying to focus on painting and 
growing with every new endeavor he undertakes. However, Myke 
hasn't yet shaken the wanderlust and you might find him roaming 
anywhere in the world, honing his craft. 

J: How did you get into tattooing? 

M: I kicked in the door. Well, kind of anyway. I gave and received 
my first tattoo when I was like 1 2 or 13 years old. After that I knew 
I wanted to tattoo. It's been a long hard road to say the least. I had 
already been messin' people up for a while when a friend of mine 
who was a tattooer decided to apprentice me. That was 1995-96. 

J: Who have been your greatest influences? 

M: As far as tattooing, there's been a whole lot over the years. 
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One of my main overall greatest influence would 
have to be Martin Lacasse, though I've never worked 
with him. 

Then there are amazing guys I have worked with 
like Russ Abbott, Keith Underwood andTimmy B.AII 
of these guys have had a major impact on me regard- 
less of if they know it or not. 

J: You've had quite an extraordinary 
path to get you where you are today. Do 
you think your struggles and triumphs 
have helped make you a stronger artist? 

M: I do. I'd like to think that today I'm more 
focused on what matters most to me and also more 
aware of the pitfalls out there. Only because I've fall- 
en in almost every one! Hahaha! 
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J: You travel quite a bit. What are some benefits of tattooing around the 
country versus staying in one shop? 

M:Well, I get to work with a lot of amazing tattooers during my travels so I'm constantly 
learning off these guys . . . and a few ladies. I'd like to think it's give and take. I'd also like to think 
I give them a creative boost like they give me. Also, I'm just visiting so everyone is always happy 
to see me when I come around. It's pretty much usually a good time and I don't have to deal 
with the day-to-day BS that typically comes with being in one shop with various personalities 
everyday. Overall, I just love to travel. It's in my blood. 

J: What are your goals for the rest of 201 I? After that? 

M:Well, I recently found the time to build some machines. Not much time but a little. I'd 
like to do a bit more machine building.Also I'm looking forward to a European tour mid to late 
201 I. After that? I guess we'll see. 

J: How can current and future clients keep up with you? 

M:Actually the internet has made that pretty easy. On my website I post all my "Travel 
Dates" and on all the other social networks that I constantly post on.
